Interesting Account in Ken- 
tucky Kernel 

"If you are sleeping more than an 
hour and a half each day, you are 
ruining yourself physically," says Ab- 
dernou Fry, of Princeton. W. Va, a 
freshman student at Marshall Col- 
lege. He has slept only ten hours 
a week for th e last five years and 
declares thai sleeping more than 
ninety minutes a duy is a criminal 
waste of time. 

"Some folks think I'm crazy, but 
they don't call a person crazy if he 
cuts down bis eating, and 1 think it 
Is Just as bad to ovcrsleop as to over- 
eat." said Fry. His radical ideas re- 
garding sleep have caused his pa- 
rents much worry, but ho say.-, that 
they need not worry, for ho still 
intends to tako tho usual amount ol 
sleep. 

Fry is apparently in excellent phy- 
sical condition. Recently after siée-p- 
ing only thirty minutes in a night, 
ho swam the 50 root pool in the col- 
lege gymnasium In 9.6 seconds. Fry 
Is carrying t.wont - hours of class 
work a week and in addition to this 
finda time to earn his expenses by 
waiting on th 0 table at a girl's dor- 
mitory. In addition to this he is cir- 
culation manager of tho Purthcnon. 
the college paper, writes several col 
umns of feature copy a day, is ch*or 
leader for the college teams and is 
an active member of the campus T. 
M. C. A. 

"Next summer," ne says. "r am 
going to get a 10 hour-a-day job so 
that. I'll have plenty of money when 
T return to college In the fall.

Winter Palace. The final f M ll of the 
Romanoffs in the days of the Great 
War brought Latham's paper lo a 
conclusion, and the story of Russia 
was then taken up by Cydwcll who 
traced the earliest attempts or the 
Russian leaders to form a govern- 
ment and told how the hopes of 
democracy were doomed with Hie fall 
uf Kerensky. 

Hydwell paid some attention to the 
character and work of Lt-nine nho 
made a great attempt to put his 
iheories and Ideas of what was best 
for the country into force and died for 
the same cause. He told of the econ- 
omic aims of the government the do- 
ing away with money and the sub- 
stitution of a system of rural and 
urban barter, which proved unsuc- 
cessful in operation, and balancing 
the writings of the proponents and 
opponents of the present ro-gimo put 
before the meeting an outline of the 
present condition of affairs in Soviet 
Russia, the position of the church the 
restricions on voting which made any 
sort of a democratic system impossible 
and explained the system ot election* 
by industries and pointed out the ad- 
vantages of suoh a method over our 
own . 

In the discussion following the serv- 
ing of refreshments it was brought 
out thai the Russian peasants did not 
at all understand the Soviet or any of 
the theories of government advocated 
but that they would he unalterably 
opposed to any monarchical restorat- 
ion, because to them Czarism and 
landlordism went hand In hand.

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LIBERAL OR VOCATIONAL ' 

The complaint that the modern university is becoming less 
and less a home of liberal education and more and more a place 
of technical training, is often made by writers and college 
authorities especially those of the arts subjects ., T here .seems to 
be a conflict bclwocn the vocational and the cultural: that 
should not be, they are not antagonistic but necessarily comple- 
mentary. We must remember that the vast majority of students 
have to consider their future means of livelihood. They must ao 
shape their university career jthat they may be equiped for some 
definite calling. 

Unless the universities confine their work to the embellish- 
ment of wealthy leasureel class, most undergraduates are pot- 
ential doctors, teachers, clergymen, lawyers, chemists or 
engineers. It is useless to lament the presence of vocationalism 
in university teaching and learning. There is no reason why 
the best general education should not have a vocational basis. 
The only reasonable course is to frankly recognize this voca- 
tionalism and prevent ijl from becoming exclusively narrow., 

The case for university education is that in spite of many 
imperfections it is pervaded on the whole by an attitude of free 
enquiry and patient investigation . It should teach not so much 
subjects as methods and attitude of mind. It is in this sense a 
liberal education, not tha ( l it is divorced from vocational aims, 
but the sense of recognizing that the best training can only be 
based on the best general education conducted in an atmosphere 
of freedom. v 

Liberal education is necessarily more expensive, and many 
universities have been tempted to lower the standard and narrow 
the. scope of education in order to make it cheaper. Society in 
its increasing complexity is demanding ever-increasing skill and 
adaptability, qualities which arc personal as well as technical. 
Society demands these qualities from its administrators and pro- 
fessional workers and it can only get them when universities 
raise their standards, setting a premium on ability and drawing 
an even greater number of students from jthe different social 
classes; that is they, must be purged of class exclusiveness, they 
must produce men not manikins. And in pursuing this aim the 
colleges should be free from rigid state supervision; they must 
work out jtheir own methods. 

Aristotle said that the educated man was as much superior 
to the uneducated as were men to the dead . More now than 
ever society has need of men of wisdom as well as knowledge, 
with the understanding as well a3 jthe knowing mind, men with 
.imagination and an appreciation of beauty. Those students are 
educated whq go out into the world more useful, capable, and 
public-spirited citizens.

EDUCATION AND LEARNING | 

With the present university your 
rapidly nearing its ciosc, the nicni- 
bciH of t lie l'Ji-'û graduating claims arc 
very likely looking buck over the 
years of their coili-so career, and 
/wondering just what those years have 
brought to them. Those who are gra- 
duating in the study of some profes- 
sion may poini out that their course 
has brought them definite training in 
the line of work which lh<-y Intend to 
pursue In I he future. Those .how- 
ever, who have spent four years In 
actiuirin^' what is generally and some- 
what vaguely referred to 11s "an edu- 
cation" find some slight difficulty in 
.. justifying the incidental expondturc of 
time and money with renard to the 
practical benefits which they expect 
to ga^ii from their training. This lino 
of thoXisht gives rise to tin- old ques- 
tion, ••What l.s an educated man?" Of 
an educated mini wo expect original 
thought, high principle, and « regard 
for those hoc'.-iI iimenltlos which mark 
aft'tie man of breeding. It Is clear that 
fc-w of these attributes cun come from 
the actual academic work of the cur- 
riculum; wo expect of an educuted 
man, therefore, more Uian that he 
should bo merely well-read. Educa- 
tion should comprise tie,! broadening 
out of the whole character and mind 
of the student. 

Very rarely do wo fnd the scholar- 
snip man of his class a leader In the 
great world; Hie usual case is that 
tho student who has so immersed 
himself in his studies as lo neglect 
the soo'al and athletic Interests of his 
university, has lost so much by bis 
comparative seclusion that lie finds 
himself at a 1ob k in dealing with men 
of affairs. Too often the scholar is 
narrowed mentally by his lack of con- 
tact with the many interests and ex- 
• porlences wh'ch comprise life. We 
cannot stress too strongly the desir- 
ability of catholicity in eduneAion. Tt 
Is not ^ learning something that true 
education lies; but In the training and 
'discipline which the mind receives in 



INJURY PLUS INSULT 

Thç current issuu of "The Common- 
weal" states that "the greatest de- 
fect of the American colleges is that 
they teach rather than educate, and 
tile nouerai run of them totally fail to 
create a love of learning or an enthu- 
siasm for Hie higher life." 

This is the old familiar plaint of 
those who aie continually weeping 
over the American college. It is shown 
that If u man receives a real educat- 
ion at culluge be does no in spile of 
the college and not because of It. 
Statistics are produced to a how that 
■be billiard room of the Harvard 
L'nlon is more popular than its libra- 
ry; that only six men submitted es- 
says hi the Union essay contest 
while over one hundred 'entered its 
bridge tournai nient, Tho doubtful in- 
ference is drawn that the college Is 
lesponsibio for thla doplorable tnalo 
of affairs. 

Granted that these conditions are 
general. in <|Uitu fair to put all tho 
blumo ou H10 college'/ Is the existence 
of such a state of affairs more thnn 
a reflection of the general attlludo 
of the American people l£ tho undor- 
graduato prefers bllllurds to books 
and bridgo to essays, it Is '. hardly 
fair t° load upon the universities 
blame which falls more justly upon 
the homos and -schools'. Some visit- 
ors have marvelled at the colleges' 
ability to awaken any, spirit of scho- 
larship In tho stolid and uninterested 
material dumped upon them yearly. 
The patient camels scarcely deserve 
this last straw, an accusation of 
fomenting the very conditions which 
they are struggling earnestly, albeit 
impotcntly, to reverse.

•he loss, the college magazine may 
serve as a fairly reliable criterion 
for the literary tendencies of tho late 
teens and early twenties, and an 
audi, merits a serious examination. 

There would be little point In crili- 
cl7.Ing young writers because their 
work is amatourish: that is to bo ex- 
pected. But it might also be expect- 
ed thai',* if tho.' form of expression 
were crude, it might reveal an orig- 
inal theme, or a fresh and vigorous 
idea. Often the expression l s not at 
till crude, but smooth and workman- 
like. The misfortune of such people 
is that ,thcy so rarely have an Idea 
whinh is worth their style to express 
The writers for the average college 
magazine may be roughly divided in- 
to those who have fluency of style 
and uso it In scntltnentali7.lng aboilt 
life, death, disappointment, and tho 
moon, and tliopo who have delightful 
ideas, which, trti'oiigh indolcnco or 
Incapability, they cxprors so ajbomr 
Innbly a a to make them almost unin- 
telligible. A common trouble with 
thlii aerond cJas» Ih that they do not 
writo dolibernteVj' enough; or, on the 
other hand.- they ..may . Wvrlto._too.jla, 
Ijboratety,.. nnd. labor .over their- "work 
until it loses nil promise of interest, 
ii vindication one may urge again 
t li<j plea of youth, nn ( | s ay that In 
time those with a sense of style will 
find their ^ubjeots. and those who 
have a wealth of thought mny deve- 
lop hii adequate style. Perhaps if 
the possibilities of Ihc college maga- 
zine as a workshop were fully real- 
ized, this process -nigrtit +>o less tardy 
|ri approaching completion. That can 
be only conjectura'.. 

Out of the most regrettable thf^pca 
about the contributions ls the almost 
complete deficiency of humor. It a 
suction is provided for it, there may 
be a few brief offortg at conscious 
wit, but |p the pages- devoted to "llt- 
jrature" the tone is usually solemn' 
Sadly enough, tills field- is afaioYt* 
equally divided between the senti- 
mentalists and the i'e_4fs;t'8'.'_.The' for- 
mer luxuriate in morfcld— -.Averies 
whr e the latter .st«rnly.",t»v«al the 
world as it Is. If this" be truly .indi- 
cative of the tenor of the college 
mind, then all the beliefs'- about tho 
gayety of cariifreo. youth .must go ba- 
the 'ijoard . No ono-"wwld ask for 
continual hilarity, for thut would be- 
come as unnatural as continual .tears. 
The need Is simply for sincerity, for. 
yoiir> to write itself 'mid Its Ideas as 
they arc, and not more seriously than 
.•hey deserve. Until tho young au- 
thors c an smile at their own crea- 
tions, until they are unafraid to re- 
veal what they actually know with- 
out pretension, the "hope of litera- 
ture" nwst rest on a doubtful found- 
niton.' 

Seemingly Llille Advance 

There .seems to lie a predilection 
among the contrbutors to college 
magazines to write and write again 
what their pedecessors have doiio be- 
fore Uicni. This tendency* \n particu- 
larly apparent in their Hto"ies. Kach 
year produces much llm same crop 
of fiction, in the same vein, covering 
about the same fields. Any one of 
these fields offers an exce'Jont op- 
portunity for a test of skill and ori- 
ginaliiy, nor 'h there any reason why 
the fields should be limited to these. 

And yet. to rend tlio manuscripts 
submitted for publication, one would 
think that I heir authors had taken 
for modela all the -lories produced "by 
the classes of '93 downwards 

Where, then, shall one look for 
strength In collego literature? With 
a f&w exceptions, moat of the venae 
is mediocre enough — the halting at- 
tempt of would-be poets to reveal 



thoughts Uiey tiilnk they ought to 
have. ' Occasional alight poems aro 
musical trlflos of real beauty. 
Koxely is an effort to surpass tho 
trifle produclivo of anything save a 
nobulous Imitation of sjomo poot In 
hnckneyed metaphor. Thore la too 
much moodiness and too Hula dig- 
nit, v in tho verse of the undergrad- 
uate to give it true strength. As In 
the writing of fiction, the expression 
of idea through imagination and tho 
requirement of a stlyo of difficult 
simplicity make a problem too com- 
plex for the patience of youtd. 

It Is In the essays of tho collc'go 
uiagasslno fiat one finds the real 
spark of original thought and un- 
trammeled atylc ; often a dim spark, 
it is true, but one of great promise. 
These .essays are of two varieties: 

tho so-called familiar . where soma 

aatfliewiainBHrTTaïBiMlafflaaaB t 
commonplace scene, event, or bit of 

knowledge serves as skeleton for a 
light tracery of thought, and the 
direct personal essay or editorial, ex 
pressing an opinion on any subject 
tu a simple and forceful manner, m 
this field Micro ara no hampering 
iinugtnarv 'jl.araclera. as in story 
writing, and no particular rorma of 
line apd diction, as required by vera*. 
So it is that in t'aeae expre«sluii3 ut 
personal opinion wo often find both 
strength of atyle and originality ol 
thought, and so in them we see tope. 
Could the college magazine be made 
a workshop of Ideas, offering full 
freedom of expression for any opin- 
ion. Jioweve'r, radical or silly or In- 
fantile it might ueem to older 
minds, perhaps the spark might, rise 
and flame; a I length transforming tho 
whole enterprise into a living thing. 
There Is a need for siicCi a. workshop 
In every college, where literary .pro- 
ductions might be tested by contcnv 
porary criticism, whore idea should 
provoke idea, and the right of frco 
and alncci'o speech 'bo maintained. 

Ther 8 are so vera I reasons why this 
Is so fur from true of the present 
college magazines. One Is IHat. while 
work hi the little theater la Included 
in the' curriculum and credited 
toward a degree, work for the li(cr 
ary periodical, either as editor or 
contributor, must be done in spare 
tinic and usually < uunts for li:li 
save on-i's personal satisfaction. If 
students were allowed to elect suc^.i 
work for credit. It is prohaeVIo thai 
there would ta no more populat 
course In colleeje. tRut after 15 hours 
of cla.sses weekly and the hourR of 
study necessary to prepare for them 
II. Is rfatural that the ardor of even 
(lie most ambitious, young writer 
should be dampened, and that lie 
should be unwlllha; to devote extra 
time to the production or criticism 
of manuscript for publication- Thus 
the magazine suffera from the ha'.f- 
intert»t./if. th» . editors and oontrin 
•utofs? and, ïi3*"a result, ttio mérite 
indifference of its read'ng public. Be- 
fore anylhing can be done to rtàl'.z. 
the potential advaixt J'-; 3 j Of. such ft:; 
organ, someoao must tnal'o a *har,' 
a\ul evident br?ak wltii tradition. Th 
unfortunat* thing ia that any such 
attempt ia stolidly opposed by those 
who should be t*io first to recognise 
Its necessity — the faculty. And al- 
though* that body may have appar- 
ently laid aside Its robes of aut'.ior- 
Ity, it is in the faculty that there is 
power. 

Ktudents cannot be expected to 
produce mature and interesting work 
when they are treated as children 
playing with sonic possibly danger- 
ous toy, .Tlio Ideas of youth are, 
quite naiaualjy. often extreme and 
rldiculous7"5f iXiiey are opposed fairly 
by other ideas, there Is no harm, 
in fact much good, done through 
their fre& expression. But to comtoat 
by .suppression has always proved one 
of the poiwerful, usually nerving 
Just the opposite. o£ its purpose. In 
the case of college censorship, one ef. 
fort is to cause disgust with the at- 
tempt to -«reate anything new. and 
witli the authority which thwarts 
such an effort. The collego magazine 
can never b e more than a dull tradi- 
tion if it is /lot to grow. 

Perhaps, under such conditions, 11 
is not foilr to Judge college llteraturo 
by college publications. In that case, 
there may be more hope for the) fu- 
ture than one would think after exa- 
mining a copy of any representative 
magazine. We trust lliere is 
And rperhaps some day colleges will 
realize the opportunity for ». liteTary 
workshop which they have at hand, 
and its service may 'be aa great . 
t'.iat of the Httle theater.

That is wliut makes men, hang thorn-

Don't patronize, or sentimentalize, or 
try to pry into hta affairs: you 
wouldn't like It yourself. Invilte him 
to dlnnor at a cafeteria, (if you can 
afford it) and act naturally toward 
him. It might givo him enough self- 
respect to la^t several days'

Conclusions From 
Recent Eclipse 

Dominion Observatory Party Davotad 
Attention to Magnetic and Wire- 
lasa Effscta 

There arc three classes of problems 
connected with total eclipses of the 
sun. The first class deals solaly with 
the times of the different "contacts" 
of sun and moon, the second with 
physical conditions on the sun (chro- 
mosphere, prominences, corona), the 
third w'.'lh the cffeols of solar radia- 
tion on the earth. 

The problem of "lunar theory," 
dealing with the motion of the moon, 
is one of the most abstruse In astron- 
omy, and hns not yet been fully solv- 
ed. Though it is possible to compute 
with great exactitude the effects of 
all known' gravitational forces, the 
moon apparently refuses to he abso- 
lutely bound by tliem, exemplified by 
tho fact that it was several seconds 
late In keeping Its appointment with 
the sun on January Ï4 last, Hece the 
observation of the "contacts," or In- 
stants of beginning end ending of the 
partial nnd total phases of an eclipse, 
is Important for throwing light on 
these obscure deviations. 

Phenomena of the second class are 
present at a'l times, but it is difficult, 
und in the case of the corona impos- 
sible, to study thorn except when the 
full glare of sunlight is cut off at the 
time of eclipse. 

Problems of the third kind deal 
mainly with magnetic and wireless 
offocts. It is well known thut abnor- 
malities in solar radiation, E uch, for 
example, as those connected with 
6un-spela, have a very marked effect 
on tcrrostiial magnet (urn. It Is also 
considered that solar • radiation, 
through Ionization of the upper at- 
mosphere, hns a good deal to do with 
conditions affecting transmission and 
reception of rodio signala. TC is 
therefore 'of Importance,' in both cases, 
to examine" Into the results of tho 
cutting off of thds radiation at times 
of eclipse. 

In the case of the eclrpae of Jan- 
uary Î4 it was known that conditions 
for visual or photographie observa- 
tion» would probaMy lie quite unfa- 
vourable both on account of the low 
nlbitudo <\t the sun. with accompany- 
ing nlmoniiheric disturbances, and be- 
cause the chances were about two to 
one against a clear sky. It was there- 
fore dertidod that the. Dominnon Ob- 
servatory party should concentrate its 
energies principally on magnetlo and 
wireless effects, while nn attempt 
would also be made to observe the 
times of contact if the weather should 
be clear. This semed the mote ra- 
tional since a co-operating party from 
the University of Toronto. was making 
plans for photographic records of the 
corona, »so that W u,e lwo Canadian 
parties practically tho whole range of 
investigation wart provided for. Both 
parties were located at Long's Cor- 
ner, a few miles south of Hamilton, 
In the middle of the belt of totality. 
As it turned out, clouds entirely pre- 
vented nil tho visual and photographic 
observations planned. ; : 

The magnetic observations were 
distributed over three days, exactly 
the same program being followed on 
the day of tho eclipse and on the pre-

From now 'on, however, 
aludentfl, no matter in what year, 
must have obtained standing in tho 
spring examinations befort they will 
be allowed to go up for their supps. 

Arrangements or course have been 
made '°r allowing those, who were 
unable through Illness or unavoidable 
causes to write in the spring, lo sub- 
mit their cases and receive special 
consideration.' 



ceding and following days, so as to 
afford a bnsi s of comparison. Head- 
ings of magnetic declination (varia- 
tion of tho compass) were made every 
minute for about six ' hours on each 
day. The tinstruments and observers 
were housed in a targe tent partially 
heated by a non-magnetic copper 
stove. Similar observations were 
made by other organizations at va- 
rious points both within and without 
the zone of totality. Until all these 
observations have toeen reduced and 
compared It will be impossible to def- 
initely dsentangle the eclipse effects, 
if any. from the constant variations 
to which the magnetic elements gro 
always «ubjeçrt. AU that can yet be 
said |s that certain deviations from 
the normal curve showed themselves 
about the tinte of the eclipse, some- 
what similar to effects that have 
been found at previous eclipses. 

This was tho first occasion on 
which eclipse effects on wireleps re- 
ceiving conditions have been investi- 
gated by scientific methods. As was 
perhaps to be expected in a first at- 
tempt, there does no t appear to bo a 
thorough agreement in the conclu- 
sions arrived at by all Investigators. 
So far as tho Dominion Observatory 
party is concerned, the general con- 
clusion ls that tho shadow of tho 
moon exerts the same kind of Influ- 
ence on radio reception as does the 
shadow of the earth; that is, t h e ef- 
fects approximated to night condi- 
tions. On concert wave-1engts, where 
the m ost marked night effects are 
shown, iho eolipso effect was also 
greatest: on both shorter and longer 
wave 3 the effect, was not so marked. 



On the lop floor of "Cal" hall, with 
the attic beams for a ceiling, arc 
small busy officos which house tho 
Extension dlv'sion of the University, 
u department wheso work touches 
moro than twenty times the number 
Of students actually attending this in- 
stitution.

Horu are 
found pcotplo who have a real desire 
to learn; neither parents nor law arc 
forcing thorn to study. ■ It is interest- 
ing that ia both class work and cor- 
respondence courses English, litera- 
ture, and education head the list In 
popularity. 

The lecture department has been 
found to be one of the best chunnels 
through twhich to interest people in 
the cause of education. Lecturers, 
readers, and musicians, all masters of 
their work, are sent by request to any 
school in the state, to any organiz- 
ation ranging from the Auto Mechan- 
ics local to a. University Alumni asso- 
ciation. People 'in a mountain village 
might for a sum of |26, procure a 
speaker on any subject of science, art 
or literature, a fine musician; a read- 
er of atonea, poems, or plays. 

Nnmbers may be cold and uninter- 
esting but they speuk for the work of 
the Extension dvialon. Dtirrng the las t 
year lhe*total enrollment In tho classes 
was '23,464; 5,100 was the aggregate 
enrollment in correspondence courser, 
205,420 was the attendance figure tor 
SIS lectures. Tho Visual Instruction 
department supplied programs to S12 
groups with an aggregate attendance 
of 1,114,750. The figures are astound- 
ing because they represent, for the 
most part, people who are eager to 
learn. It rather refutes tho idea that 
the masses have little desert for 
knowledge, for they take the work tor 
self-advancement, not for monetary 
reasons. This "is not an assumption 
but a fact evinced by the popularity of 
the English and literature courses. — 
Daily Cai'fornlan.
